NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The Sun has the 


following from Washington: The Ha- 
ivaiian question was revived in- the Sen- 
ate this afternoon by Senator Frye of 
Maine. He introduced an ampnJment to 
the sundry civil bill appropriating $100,- 
OW for the improvement of Pearl Har- 
bor. 
For the rnited States to spend 


money in the improvement of Pearl Har- 
bor would be, in tho opinion of the Sen- 
ator, an act of sovereignty which, if al- 
lowed to proceed, would establish the 
fact of Amerioiu possession. 


In discussing the subject today he said: 
"J have several objects in introducing 
this amendment. One of these is that I 
believe it will ho well for the United 
States to exercise an act of sovereignty 


I in Pearl Harbor. 
Our jurisdiction over 
1'earl Harbor dates from the convention 
of 1SS7. I do not imagine that any ob- 
jection would be made by the present 
Government of Hawaii to the exercise of 
sovereignty by ti;e United States. At any 
rate, it will do no harm to make the at- 
tempt. 


"Hut 
this is not tho only reason why 
1 introduced the amendment. 1 think it 
is high time that Pearl Harbor should be 
fitted for the objects intended under the 
convention through which it came under 
American control. This is the finest har- 
-••or in the Pacific. 
It is big enough to 
lioat both the American and British Na- 
vies without crowding, and the only thins 
iH.edrd to make it available is to clear 
away the baY at its mouth, which Ad- 
miral Walker has reported can be done 
at a cost of JHHi.OOO at the outside. It is 
too early to talk about annexation, but 
if the Islands are e%-er to be annexed, of 
course it would b<; an advantage to have 
the harbor improved. When the amend- 
ment comes up it may bring on more or 
less of debate about annexation." 
"Do you think the country is still fa- 
vorable to annexation?" 


"1 have no doubt of it. Not much may 
be said now, but if the question should 
be brought up seriously you would quick- 
ly discover what the feeling was." 


".But how about the report that Mr. 
-MeKinley is opposed to annexation?" 
"I do not believe he ever said anything 
of the kind, but I have no doubt the sugar 
interests are hostile to annexation as 
(hey have been all alone. The opposition 
from the beginning has been due chiefly 
to supar. I am not so sure but that the 
1'nited States will be compelled to take 
tin.'

United States Senate .Promptly Ap- 


proves It. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Senate 


made short work yesterday with the 
treaty with Japan. The treaty puts Into 
operation at once the sixteenth article 
of the convention of commerce and navi- 
gation between the United States and 
Japan at Washington, November 22, 1894, 
and proclaimed March 21, 1895. 
This treaty, according to the nineteenth 
article, is to go into operation the 17th 
day of July, 1S99, and shall remain in 
force for the period of 12 s«ears from that 
date. Either contracting party shall have 
the right at any time thereafter to give 
notice to the other of Its Intention to 
terminate the same and at the expiration 
of 12 months after such notice is given 
this treaty shall -wholly cease and termi- 
nate. 
Article 1C, which, under the terms of 
the treaty ratified by the Senate Commit- 
tee, is put into full force to take effect at 
once, reads as follows, and will be of 
great benefit to the exporters and man- 
ufacturers of the United States: 
"The citizens or subjects of either high 
contracting party shall find in the terri- 
tories of the other the same protection 
as native citizens or subjects in regard 
to patents, trademarks and designs upon 
fulfillment of the formalities prescribed 
by law."

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—Senor Palma, 


head of the Cuban junta in this city, 
was asked today If the insurgents 
•would lay down their arms upon the 
promulgation of the plan of reforms for 
the administration of Cuba. He de- 
clined to answer categorically, but 
said: 


"Had genuine autonomy instead of 


sham reforms been offered to the peo- 
ple of Cuba before they arose in arms 
the Cubans would surely have accepted 
it, and therefore bloodshed and total 
devastation of the island would have 
been averted. If the Cuban people did 
not accept the sham reforms then, and 
then arose in arms for independence, 
how would they accept them now or 
enter into any kind of a compromise 
which has not for its basis the abso- 
lute independence of the island? They 
are sure of success, and one thing is 
certain; that is, that the^Cubans never 
again will place their neck under the 
Spanish yoke. They have proved so 
far they are unable to conquer the 
Spaniards and govern themselves." 


NOT SENATOR 
IIANNA. 


Governor Bushuell Will Bffiise to Ap- 


point Him. 


COLUMBUS 
(Ohio), Feb. 3.—The 


friends of Mark Hanna admit today 
that he will not be appointed by Gov- 
ernor Bushnell to the Senate to suc- 
ceed Sherman. It is reliably reported 
here that Governor Bushnell has de- 
cided to appoint Lieutenant-Governor 
Asa W. Jones of Youngstown to the 
vacancy, and ;that this action Is in ac- 
cordance witn the wishes of the For- 
aker leaders. 


The agreement is said to be that 


General Jones will not be a candidate 
for election to the full term. This will 
then give opportunity for a battle be- 
tween Bushnell and Hanna this winter 
for election for the full term. 


It was stated here tonight on what is 


considered reliable authority that J. 
Addison Porter of Connecticut was to- 
day offered the private secretaryship 
to President-elect McKinley and has 
accepted. 


WAR IN CRETE. 


There Has Deeu Another Outbreak on

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—A special ca-

gent today signed the plan for the re- 
forms in Cuba. The text of the docu- 
ment will be published on Saturday. 
Its substance has already been given. 
Spanish products, according to the re- 
form scheme, will be allowed a rebate 
of 40 per cent, of the Cuban tariff com- 
pared with other imports.

WASHINGTON,

that Archbishop Corrlgan Is to be ele- 
vated to the Cardinalate at the June 
consistory, while not confirmed, Is be- 
lieved to be highly probable at the Apos- 
tolic Delegation here.

LONDON, Feb. 
3.— In the House of 


Commons today Ferdinand Begg, mem- 
ber for Glasgow, moved the second rend- 
ing of the bill to confer parliamentary 
franchise upon women. Mr. Begg's mo- 
tion was carried by a vote of 22S to 357, 
and this bill accordingly passed its Sfc- 
ond reading. It is not likely, however, 
that it will br advanced any further this 
year.

Krueger had not kept his promise to give 
full and favorable consideration of the 
grievances of the Ultlanders.

is 
quoted 
as saying:

strongly disapprove of Intermixing the 
so-called Uitlander grievances with the 
Chartered Company's freebootlng inva- 
sion of the Transvaal. The latter ad- 
mits of no whitewashing, and no local 
causes justified such a criminal raid. I 
have always used, and am still using, 
all my influence to diminish race hat- 
red, but recent utterances on the other 
side are adding fuel to the flre."

Willis' Find. 


XEW YORK, Jan. 31.—The Sun's Lex- 


ington, Ky., special says: United States 
Minister Willis, who died recently in 
Honolulu, made an interesting discovery 
while serving his country there." He 
found that the most eloquent and pop- 
ular native preacher in Honolulu is a 
descendant of one of the most noted 
families in Kentucky, the Deshas. This 
discovery brings to the surface some 
hitherto unpublished facts 
concerning 
one of the most sensational 
tragedies 
Kentucky has ever known. Joseph De- 
sha was Governor of Kentucky from 
1KM to 1S2S. In the latter part of 1S2G 
Isaac Desha, son of the Governor, killed 
James Baker, a traveler, and robbed him 
of $700. He was arrested and placed, in 
jail, and the evidence was so strong 
againfat him there was great danger of 
his being lynched, and he was taken to 
the jail in Cynthiana for safekeeping. 
Desha was tried, convicted and senten- 
ced to be hanged. While in Cynthiana 
he tried to commit suicide by "cutting 
a gash in his throat. His life was barely 
saved. 
Owing to his influential family rela- 


tions; much sjmpathy was aroused in 
favor of the prisoner after his attempted 
suicide, and "there was a strong effort 
made to induce Governor Desha to par- 
don his son. But the Governor held out 
against it, and it was feared that the 
s-on of 
th<" Kentucky Governor would 


have to hang. Finally, after much per- 
suasion and many petitions had been 
presented to him, the stern old Gover- 
nor relented, and not .long before the 
expiration of his term as Governor he 
pardoned his =on. 
It has been said Governor Desha re- 
signed after pardoning' his wayward boy, 
but this is a mistake. 
He served out 


the remaining months of his term and 
retired from office full of honor1- It was 
supposed that Isaac went to South 
America and died, and not until Minister 
\Villis' discovery of Desna's d-bcondants 
in the Hawaiiin capital was it generally 
known that ho went to that country. 
. A few yoarti after Isaac De&ha was 
pardoned G. W. Crawford of Greenup 
County took a flatboat load of produce 
to New Orleans. One night while tied 
up on the bank near Vicksburg a man 
entered: Ills cabin and threatened to kill 
him if ho did not surrender his money. 
Crawford recognized the man as Isaac 
Desha, and asked him what in the world 
he meant by trying to rob an old ac- 
quaintance. Desha broke down and con- 
fessed that he had been living the life of 
an outlaw ever since his father had par- 
donod him, and he scarcely cared what 
he did. Crawford talked to him like a 
brother, and begged him to reform and 
to not further disgrace his family. De- 
sha listened to his friend's advice, and 
upon Crawford's invitation he continued 
on the boat to Xow Orleans as his guest. 
Before he reached the city he told Craw- 
ford he had decided to change his name 
and go to a far-away place and try to 
Mono for the wrongs he had committed. 
!! declined to tell Crawford here he in- 
tended to go or the name he intended 
to lake, but the story of the late Min- 
ister Willis furnished the sequel to this 
romantic tragedy. 
It seems that he went to the Sandwich 
Islands shortly after leaving Crawford, 
and there Isaac Desha, son of the Ken- 
tucky Governor, married a native wo- 
man, and from this union spnv'iff the 
eloquent half-breed preacher, who is the 
most popular minister of the Gospel, as 
well as the most able in Honolulu. It is 
doubtful, however, if he knows that he 
Is related by blood to many of the most 
prominent citizens in Kentucky today.

tiated the reciprocity treaty some 
twenty years ago. That ttie in- 
troduction of these sugars inta 
the United States free of duty 
can hardly have other than an in- 
jurious effect upon our domestic 
sugars is what we claim. 


"A clipping from the Hawaiian 


Commercial Journal of January 
5, that will be found in this issue, 
states that some 75,000 tons of 
sugar will be shipped from Ha- 
waii to Atlantic ports this year, 
and that some 152,000 tons will 
be shipped to San Francisco. We

are able to secure mo^e favorable 
legislation in this country it 
seems likely that the production 
in the Sandwich Islands will soon 
exceeds ours. We do not question

The cycling spirit moves with un- 


mistakable vigor In Honolulu just now 
'and no matter whether the baby goes 
hungry or last year's clothes have to 
be turned inside not for this year's 
wtar-and-tear, one must have a wheel 
to be in it. This statement was made 
to a business man the other day and 
his disgusted reply was, "Yes, I haVe 
a wheel and I'm in it—In the mud on 
Fort street most of the time." But then 
that was only one out of the 1,500 riders 
in the city of Honolulu, Chinamen and 
Japanese Included. That was the case 
of a man who uses his bicycle as a con- 
venience and not as a pleasure, a. man 
who attends religiously to his bearings 
keep his tires pumped up "full and 
tight" allows no chance for the handle 
bar to turn "just in time to stab you in 
the chest" and does all other things 
necessary to the preservation and easy 
running of a wheel because it Is a 
matter of business. He cares nothing 
for the nickle-plated handle-bars flash- 
ing the sun, or the moon, along the 
Waikiki road, wants nothing to do 
with a "starboard and port" light, and 
cares for nothing but to get to a place 
and back as soon as possible. Howev- 
er, here are hundreds of others, who, 
as they stubbornly proclaim the su- 
premacy of their watches, though they 
may have stopped days ago, make 
claims that theirs are the best wheels. 
For these latter have been collected the 
cycling notes which appear below. 


To show the popularity of bicycles, 


here are Just a few ladies who have 
recently learned to ride: Mrs. Widdl- 
field, Mrs. C. L. Carter, Mrs. E. F. 
Bishop and Miss Agnes Walker, and 
still there are more to follow. 


The question has been asked: "Why 


Is It that clubs have not already been 
formed since so many society people 
have purchased wheels and have learn- 
ed to ride?" A club was to have been 
formed at Waikiki tonight, hut owing 
to that feeling which usually comes 
after dancing 15 or 16 dances, with a 
dozen or so extras thrown in, the meet- 
ing proposed has been postponed to 
some date Included in the present 
moonlight nights. The membership 
will be large. 


Someone has asked for suggestions 


to men as to the easiest mode of learn- 
ing to ride a wheel—some way that 
will obviate the necessity of some good, 
but internally swearing friend, trot- 
ting along by the side of a beginner 
and trying, to the best of his ability, 


' to stop that ship-like motion that kills 


and is the source of so much unsought- 
for after-dinner muscular exercise, and 
the cause of a perceptible lengthening 
of the almond eyes of the Chinese 
laundryman. Then, here it is In a nut- 
shell: Take your wheel firmly by the 
bars, put your left foot on the step 
and jump lightly from the ground off 
your right, pushing yourself along at 
the same time. You will not get very 
far at the first start, but just keep it 
up until you can run along for quite a 
distance balanced with your left foot 
on the step. Gradually place yourself 
half on the seat, and then more and 
more at each start, using the pedals 


by littlp. Your collar will melt, 
wbut, you can learn in one evening and 


have the pleasure of the after din- 
ner exercise all to yourself.

"On the eve of a change of national 


administration, when the question of 
patronage will cut so prominent a fig- 
ure, let me give you a story showing 
how disastrously patronage sometimes 
bears on the fortunes of a public man. 
Albert S. Willis, who recently died in 
Honolulu, served ten years in Con- 
gress from the Louisville district, and, 
it is conceded, accomplished more sub- 
stantial things for his constituents 
than any of his predecessors had been 
able to do. He was an earnest, indus- 
trious, a patient and capable man, who 
went to the bottom of things, and kept 
the interests of his people always in 
mind. 
Among his achievements, he 


secured the establishment at Louis- 
ville of the American Printing House 
for the Blind; the appropriation of a 
million dollars for the erection of a 
new custom house and post 
office 


:here; the opening free to navigation 
of the canal at the falls of the Ohio, 
and large sums for improving the 
Louisville harbor. 
He had been o< 


^r.eat service to his people otherwise, 
and when he offered . for re-election 
the last time, was one of the most in- 
fluential men in the House and chair- 
man of the rivers and harbors commit- 
tee. One would suppose that a con- 
stituency which hal been so very well 
served, and which could promise itself 
so much more from a man who had 
shown such aptitude for legislation, 
would be at pains to keep him in com- 
mission. But his constituency,,turned 
him out. And for what? A post' office! 
He made a recommendation contrary 
to the wishes and the pressure of the 
party managers in Louisville, and they 
beal. him for renomination at the 
primaries. That, of course, in a dis- 
trict which was then overwhelmingly 
democratic, sealed his 
congressional 


fate, and he passed off the scene. 


"The story is one of credit to Mr.

IN UPPER COURT 


Important Tax Suit De- 
cided by Supreme Court. 


Inter-Island S. N. Co. and O. R. & 


L. Co. Have Cases Heard. 


Sentence Day. 


The very important tax appeal case 


of the Inter-Island Steam Navigation 
Company was decided by the Supreme 
Court Saturday in favor of the assess- 
ment made by the Assessor. This case 
directly involved the new tax law in an 
important point, i. e.: The assessment 
of a corporation upon the market value 
of its stock. Regarded as separate 
items, the total value of appellants' 
property of all descriptions was re- 
turned at $269,590.40. But figuring the 
market value of the stock as a part of 
the base to work upon, the Assessor 
found $471,300 as his basis of assess- 
ment. The Court sustains this basis 
as correct under the law. 


In its decision the Court expresses 


the opinion that the market value of 
a corporation's stock should not be ta- 
ken as "a sole or conclusive test" of the 
market value of the property, but that 
it is an important factor in determin- 
ing such valuation. 


While the decision is very Important, 


it is -the opinion among corporations 
that other cases may arise under sim- 
ilar issues. It is pointed out that no 
stock has a fixed market basis; and 
prices paid for small blocks represent 
a fictitious valuation \and cannot be 
used as a.sole test or even a compe- 
tent basis. For Instance, a few shares 
of a certain sugar plantation has found 
ready sale at $165 tt> $175. But a short 
time ago a block of over 500 shares 
tipped the maximum market at $124. 
Few corporations have the opportunity 
of testing, In this way, the real market 
value of its stock, and stand liable to 
assessment on the, fictitious basis of 
small sales. 


In the case above cited, Messrs. Kin- 


ney & Ballou appeared for the appel- 
lants; Thurston & Stanley for Asses- 
sor Shaw. 


James I. Dowsett and John K. Sum- 


ner vs. Jonathan Shaw, Tax Assessor, 
First Division, appeal from the Tax Ap- 
peal Court, was also decided by the 
Supreme Court Saturday morning, Car- 
ter, J., in place of Frear, J., disquali- 
fied. This case is an appeal from the 
•Tax "Court from the valuation of $88,- 
000 on the real estate of defendants 
off the port of Honolulu. An undivided 
half interest In the estate reserves an 
annual rental of $5,500. It was con- 
tended that If a half was worth $5,500 
in rentals, the whole, or with the ad- 
ditional unleased half interest, would 
be worth $11,000. Multiplying this as- 
sumed realization by eight, as by stat- 
ute provided, the Court declared the 
valuation of the property to be $88,000. 
Appellants' contention was that, as 
only $5,500 was realized and no rent- 
als had been received from the other 


• undivided half, the basis of valuation 


should be $44,000. In its decision the 
Supreme .Court affirms the judgment 
of the Appeal Court, and fixes the val- 
uation for taxation purposes at $88,000. 
Cecil Brown, for appellants; Thurston 
& Stanley, for the Assessor. 


The appeal of the Oahu Railway and 


Land Company went against the Tax 
Assessor. In condensing its findings 
the Court said: "A leasehold may vary- 
in value from year to year. We might, 
using our own judgment, and consid- 
ering all the circumstances of this par- 
ticular case, put the valuation at va- 
rious amounts between that put by the 
Assessor—$103,000— and that returned 
by the taxpayer—$40,000. But in view 
of the meager evidence before us, we 
prefer not to make an arbitrary as- 
sessment which might be wide of the 
mark, and we, finding the Assessor's 
method of calculating the value er- 
roneus, hold that the amount returned 
by the taxpayer must stand. Cecil 
Brown, for appellant; Thurston & Stan- 
ley, for the Assessor. 


The Supreme Court rendered a iman- 


imons opinion yesterday in the case of 
James B. Castle, Collector General of 
Customs, vs. 174 cases of crackers, 480 
tins of opium and 8 cases containing 
the same, consigned to the Washing- 
ton Feed Company, being an appeal 
from the First Circuit Judge in Ad- 
miralty. In the decision the appeal of 
claimant, the- Washington Feed Com- 
pany, is dismissed, and the decree of 
confiscation is affirmed. The appeal 
was on law points, and the cfalm was 
set forth that only the cases of crack- 
ers in which the opium was found 
should be confiscated, in addition to 
the opium itself, which is by law con- 
traband, and not the remainder of the 
invoice. With regard to the contention 
and pleadings made the Court says: 


"In an invoice of 174 cases of crack- 


ers, there were found eight cases con- 
taining opium, a drug which is pro- 
hibited from importation by private 
parties. 


"Held, that the said eight cases, with 


all the merchandise named in the in- 
voice, was forfeited and confiscated to 
thf- use of the Hawaiian Government. 


"Held, also, that the innocence of the 


importer did not prevent such impor- 
tation.

Hawaiian Leaders Issue 


Annexation Circular, 


State Why Measure is Best for 


Hawaii—Support is Asked 


From Hawaiians. 


An annexation 
circular letter has 


been issued by four prominent Ha- 
waiians of Honolulu to the native peo- 
ple of the Islands. The men whose 
names are affixed to the letter are: 
William C. Achi, Charles L. Hopkins, 
John Lota Kaulukou and Joseph M. 
Poepoe. A literal translation would be 
quite lengthy. The following is the 
substance of the points made: 


The condition of Hawaiians today is 


briefly outlined, and shows that they 
are, for the most part, employed by 
wealthy foreigners. "Present indica- 
tions are that the land, will soon be 
absorbed, and that a new era of pros- 
perity will dawn upon this nation. 
Perhaps some of you do not understand 
what we mean by this new era. Think 
of past events and you will see what 
Is meant. 


"In 1871 a treaty was entered into 


between the Government of Japan and 
the Monarchical Government of Hawaii. 
According to the Constitution of Ha- 
waii and a^ decision of Chief Justice 
Judd on the question of-Japanese im- 
migration Into Hawaii, It Is very plain 
that the Government and people of 
this country have no power to check 
such immigration. With respect to the 
situation a prominent Japanese said to 
a newspaper man a short time ago: 
'Japanese will continue to come into 
this country as long as wages are above 
the basis paid in their own land. 
Wages in Jatfan are from $2 to $3 per 
month, and even at that many people 
are out of employment.' 


"If those are the wages we are go- 


ing to have in Hawaii, think of the 
poverty and hunger there will be 
among Hawaiians. 
This story is not 


fiction; it represents facts, and is a 
warning as to the future. 
Hawaiians, 


what will you do about it? Will you 
stand, look on and not act, and only 
wait for the arrival of this new era 
upon our shores? I,f that is the case, 
our fate will be like those who would 
not listen to the prophesies of Noah in 
his day. 


"We say that we can live peaceably 


and 
prosperously 
with 
Americans, 


British, French, Germans, Portuguese 
and other European nations; but It 
will be very difficult for us to get 
along if this country is overrun with 
Japanese, because those people can 
live comfortably on 10 cents a day 
while it takes all of 50 cents'a day for 
a Hawaiian. Therefore, the question 
of Japanese immigration into Hawaii 
is a very serious one, and should be 
considered by us without delay. 


"These utterances are not from an 


ill. spirit. We are not running down 
the Japanese, with whom we live in 
peace, but the discussion is brought 
for our own benefit. 


"Without doubt the only solution of 


this question is the annexation of Ha- 
waii to the United States. We do noi 
make this statement 
as unpatriotic 


men; nor as men who have parted with 
any civil rights; but from an insight 
Into the future and a knowledge of 
what must come. The statement is 
made solely for the benefit of the Ha- 
waiians. We have the future prosper- 
ity of Hawaii at heart. 


"The 
Reciprocity 
Treaty, 
which 


brings wealth and prosperity to our 
country is now in a shaky condition. 
The reason is the increase of beet and 
cane sugar production in California 
and the Southern States. Formerly all 
Southern 
Congressmen 
favored 
the 


Reciprocity Treaty with this country; 
but now it is clear that they 
are 


strongly against it. 


"If the Reciprocity Treaty is ever 


abrogated, it will mean the ruination 
of the sugar and rice industries in this 
country. It will also ruin the business 
of the 
inter-island steamship com- 


panies; merchants will hnve to close 
their doors, and the vnlur of all prop- 
erty will be crontly decreased 
The 


result that everybody will find them- 
selves out of, work mint follow, and 
there will be povrrtv nnd starvation 
nmonp; the people.

NORTHERN 
BUGS 


Prof. O. B. Johnson of the 


State University. 


Talks of Bugs in tho North West. 


Beet Sugar Industry 


Growing, 


Prof. O. B. Johnson, who for 14 


years held the chair of biology in the 
Washington State University, is in the 
city in the hopes of regaining some of 
his health by pitting in the sunshine 
of Honolulu. 'Professor Johnson is a 
guest at Mrs. Riley's on Fort street, 
and he was seen there .by a reporter 
for the Advertiser yesterday. 


For an invalid he is about the jolliest 


individual one could find, for, as he re- 
marked yesterday, it is his "walker, 
not his talker," that is affected. 


In Washington and Oregon the pro- 


fessor is known as "Bug" Johnson, 
from the interest he has taken in ento- 
mology. Though this was not included 
in the branches taught by him, he has 
a collection numbering 15,000 insects 
anr", bugs from \arious parts of the 
world. 


"Your Japanese beetle," he remark- 


ed, "has given the ladies a great deal 
of trouble in their flower garden—an 
unfortunate thing—but I understand 
your Commissioner of Agriculture, Mr. 
Marsden, and Professor Koebele have 
done much toward decreasing their 
numbers. Professor Koebele is great 
on the fungus to rid localities of bugs, 
for which a natural enemy cannot be 
found, and I have no doubt he will 
meet with success in the cases of the 
beetfe. Before I left home I warned 
our young naturalists to be on the 
lookout for the beetle on the Sound, 
for I have no doubt it will reach that 
country through the medium of steam- 
ers from the Orient. 


"Washington, being such a thorough- 


ly wooded locality, is naturally a fa- 
vorite spot for insects, moths, etc., and 
following the rule that each species of 
tree or plant 
life has six 
distinct 


species of insects to feed upon it, we 
naturally have a great number of the; 
little things. 
Indigenous? 
To the 


Northwest, yes; but not especially to 
Washington. I -would term them, rath- 
er, imported pests. The insects which 
inhabit Washington are the same as 
those 
whfch 
infest 
the Northwest, 


from, say, Mount Shasta to Alaska. 
The climatic conditions within that 
range are practically similar. 


"The Japanese beetle (Moappears, to 


a large extent, during '.ne winter time 
when you have frequ .nt rains. In that 
case, I do not belie' e they would thrive 
in Washington wast of the Cascades, 
because we have considerable rain dur- 
ing the year. I am quite sure the 
many young n? curalists of our city and 
State *"!1i !.eep a sharp lookout for 
them, and the students at the agricul- 
tural college and experiment station 
will also do-their duty toward them." 


"At youf experiment station, profes- 


sor, what is done?" 


"Everything which aids in advanc- 


ing agricultural pursuits in the State. 
The experts examine the character of 
the soil, and. if necessary, the charac- 
ter of fertilizer suited to the soil in va- 
rious parts of the State. The people past 
of the mountains have been experi- 
menting with the sugar beet durini; 
the past two years, and they 
hnve 


found that the soil there is admirably 
adapted to their cultivation. The,sac- 
charine matter in the beets shows Of! 
per cent purity, a high percentage, I 
believe, for any State. I have no doubt 
that, ultimately a beet sugar refinery 
will be established somewhere eaat of 
the Cascades, and sugar will become a 
rival of the wheat industry."

Bill Against Tipplina <>i Doctors 


Introduced in Virginia. 


CHARLESTON,. W. Va., Jan. 26.— 


Several measures of imp9rtance re- 
ceived more or less consideration in 
the Legislature today. The Judiciary 
Committee presented its bill revoking 
the license of any physician who may 
hereafter be discovered in an intoxi- 
cated condition. Some opposition will 
manifest itself among those who think 
it interferes with individual liberty. 
It is likely to be amended to include 
druggists, and possibly some other oc- 
cupations where drunkenness is a men- 
ace.

Throughout the World. 


Central Union Church was filled 


with people last evening, assembled to 
hear the address of Mr. John K. Mott, 
Secretary of the World's Students' 
Christian Federation, on the subject of 
his work. The congregations of the 
First 
Methodist 
and 
Christian 


Churches were also present. On the 
rostrum were: Rev. D. P. Birnie, pas- 
tor of Central Union Church; Rev. H. 
W. Peck, of the First M. E. Church; 
Rev. J. M. Monroe, of the Christian 
Church; Mr. H. E. Coleman, General 
Secretary of the Y. M. C. A., and the 
speaker of the evening. 


Preceding the address of the even- 


ing, Mr. Birnie introduced the new Y. 
M. C. A. Secretary. Mr. Coleman spoke 
for a few minutes of the objects and 
•work of the Y. M. C. A., and of his 
plans here. He spoke of his acquaifat- 
ance with Mr. Mott and the grand 
•work that that gentleman was carry- 
ing on. 


After being introduced by Mr. Bir- 


nie, Mr. Mott said that a great Ger- 
man scholar had truly remarked that 
th,e greatest thinkers of the world 


• were young men, the student class. 
Martin Luther once took off his hat to 
a party of school boys, and, upon be- 
ing asked why he did so, replied: "They 
represent the burgomasters, the chan- 
cellors, the scientists and the teach- 
ers of the future." Macaulay said that 
the first men in Parliament, In profes- 
sional life and business were from the 
universities. 
How much more so is 


this today? In the United States 1 per 
cent of the men today were college and 
university. They hold 58 per cent of 
the political positions; the other 99 
per cent hold but 42 per cent of the 
positions in the public service. 


Turn to Germany. On an occasion 


Prince Bismarck met deputations from 
all departments of life in the empire. 
After meeting several, the Prmce saw 
a strong deputation approaching. He 
made great preparations to receive it, 
and remarked that it was the ifiost in- 
fluential of all. They represented the 
students' of Germany. The students of 
the colleges and the universities teach 
the teacher, govern the governors. 


This fact attaches much importance 


to the attitude of this class toward 


a Y. M. C. A. was started and rallied 
HO iiii'inbelts.

fessors accepted Christianity. Taken 
all 
through, 
in 
1SS3, Christianity 


claimed one in three students; today 
more than one in two are Christians. 
This is against one in 12 for the entire 
population. Again, we say that skepti- 
cism is not gaining ground. 


In Great Britain (the movement in 


colleges and universities was started 
about three years ago, and the num- 
ber of societies has increased in that 
time from 17 to 60. It is most striking 
the 
intercollegiate 
sentiment 
the 


movement has created. All of the 
great institutions are invited on a 
common platform in the grand move- 
ment. As showing the advancement 
in England the speaker remembered 
having visited a college where there 
was no class for Bible study. Now, he 
said, there are seven. Cambridge had 
30. In 1894, 60 students at Oxford and 
100 at Cambridge accepted Christianity.

There are several Christian organi- 


zations among students. The oldest is 
the Inter-Collegiate Movement of the 
United States and Canada. It was 
started about 20 years ago, and since 
then the number of these organizations 
in colleges has increased from 30 to 
550. In Canada they have been estab- 
lished in all colleges. In the United 
States all denominational colleges have 
them; they have been established in 
all the great independent colleges and 
universities, and in all the State col- 
leges, save one only. It is the largest 
student brotherhood in the world; and 
the greatest work is being and will be 
accomplished. 


The organization is increasing rap- 


idly in its number of believing Chris- 
tians. In less than 20 years 30,000 in- 
fidel and skeptical students have come 
to accept 
Christianity. 
Year 
after 


year the pro rata is increasing. Last 
year 3.400 were added to the list. 


There are over 10,000 students in the 


voluntary Bible classes of this move- 
ment. Never before has the Bible been 
more closely studied by students; nev- 
er has it been more closely scrutinized; 
and never before has the study of It 
yielded greater fruits. The societies 
have led over 4,000 students into the 
ministry. They were convinced by re- 
searches made in these voluntary Bi- 
ble classes. Skepticism is not on the 
increase among students. Look into a 
few of the great institutions of learn- 
ing and see what you find today. Take 
Yale. In the first part of the century 
there was a period when the college 
contained but one professed Christian. 
About that time there were as many 
as six infidel societies in institution. 
Today it has a Y. M. C. A. with 600 
members. There are 200 in the vol- 
untary Bible classes. About 21 of these 
expect to become ministers of the Gos- 
pel:

At Edinburgh University more stu- 
dents had accepted the Bible in the 
18 months preceding the speaker's 
visit than in the entire previous his- 
tory of the institution. Most of them, 
too, were students of science. 


It is commonly believed that stu- 


dents of science are the hardest to con- 
vince of the truth of the Bible. This 
is proving itself not the case. In a 
Philadelphia college not less than 200 
pupils had accepted Christianity. All 
but one out of the 12 greatest living 
scientists of England are 
Christian 


men. 
About the same proportion ob- 


tains with respect to France. It is 
proving itself that the more scientific- 
ally men look at the Bible, the more 
reverently they bow to its teachings. 
There has been no time when the 
Christian pulse in Great Britain beat 
more warm. 


The movement in Germany started 


in the gymnasium, but quickly found 
its way into the universities. Now all 
of them contain Christian societies. 
There are five in the University at Ber- 
lin. There the movement is now known 
as the German Students' Christian Al- 
liance. Its beginning is small, but its 
future is encouraging. 


From this point short mention was 


made of the' movement in Norway. 
Sweden, Denmark, Finland, India, Aus- 
tralasia, South Africa, China and Jap- 
an. In the summer of 1889 a meeting 
was held in Sweden to organize a 
world's federation, to be made up of all 
these great national branches. 
After 


three days organization was perfected. 
The general object is to carry on 
among students of all countries of tht 
world the study of the Bible; to teach 
Christ, build up and send men out of 
the colleges and^ universities to work 
Cor Christianity. The movement has 
established a telegraph in spiritual 
matters among 
students. 
In these 


days of wars and rumors of wars, this 
federation of Christian students de- 
clares that there shall be no America 
and England; no Germany and France; 
No China and Japan. The object is to 
teach one Lord, one faith and one 
baptism; one God above all, of all and 
in all. 


There are two great streams con- 


stantly pouring out of the universities. 
One is a stream of good. In it we see 
the reformation, puritanism, method- 
ism, foreign missions, constructive crit- 
icism and study. 
In the counter 


stream we see coming out the old Jes- 
uits of France, destructive criticism, 
French Infidelity, American unitarian- 
ism, Russian nihilism and the dissent-i 
era of Japan and China. All who have 
relatives or friends in colleges are vit- 
ally interested In the issue between 
these streams; the world is interested. 
The speaker had once heard a man say 
that if there had been a Y. M. C. A. in 
the college attended by Parsons, the 
anarchist leader, the crimes of Chicago 
would never have been, and that or- 
ganization which the world will yet 
hear from might never have- been 
formed. There are two sides. Every- 
one must believe that there should be 
established strongholds and distribut- 
ing centers of pure evangelical Chris- 
tianity. 


Mr. Molt's discourse was intensely 


interesting, and was delivered with 
power and effect 
Other lectures will 


be given during the \veek~by him, to 
which the general public will lie in- 
vited.
